The claims are so broadly drafted that the initial phase of the search 
revealed a very large number of documents relevant to the issue of 
novelty. So many documents were retrieved that it is impossible to 
determine which parts of the claim(s) may be said to define 
subject-matter for which protection might legitimately be sought 
(Article 6 PCT) . For these reasons, a meaningful search over the whole 
breadth of the claims is impossible. Consequently, the search has been 
restricted to: 

Compounds and pharmaceuticals of structure (I) in which Z is an 
optionally substituted cyclic group and A is a phenyl ring, i. e. a 
combination of claims 5 and 1G, thus covering all examples. Use claims 
21-26 and claim 28 have been searched completely. 

Claim 2 is directed to prodrugs of structurally defined compounds. Since 
from the term "prodrug" without further definition it is not clear which 
compounds are actually covered by the claims (Art. 6 PCT) the search 
with respect to prodrugs has been limited to the possibilities mentioned 
on pages 50/51 of the description.
